Hospital and Nursing Arrangements. 


There is no change in the Hospital or Clinic Services in 
the District. These and the Laboratory facilities are satisfactory. 


Committees at Crediton and Bow have each purchased a motor 
Ambulance. These are proving most useful and have greatly improved 
the facilities in the District. 


SANITARY CIRCUMSTANCES IN THE AREA. 
WATER, 


The water supplies in this District are very inadequate 
during the summer months. Sufficient underground supplies do 
not appear to be available within the District. A Regional Water 
Scheme to bring water from a source such as Dartmoor is required. 


Small schemes were in progress to supply the villages of 
Cheriton Cross and Down St.Mary when the War started. These 
schemes are still uncompleted and it is doubtful whether the 
yield from the boreholes will be sufficient to meet the ultimate 
needs of these villages. 


DRAINAGE. 
No new drainage works have been carried out. 
HOUSING. 

There has been no house building and only very slight 
repair work, owing to the scarcity of labour and materials. 
Very few essential repairs are being carried out, resulting 
in a progressive deterioration of buildings. 

INSPECTION AND SUPERVISION OF FOOD. 


Premises used for the production of food have been 
inspected and action taken where necessary.

SCARLET FEVER. 


Thirteen cases were notified. All recovered. They call 
for no comment. 


DIPHTHERIA. 


Two cases were notified during the year. They were removed 
to Hospital and both recovered. 


The immunisation of children in the District has been 
carried out on a systematic basis in co-operation with the 
General Practitioners. The response by parents has been very 
satisfactory, nearly 2,000 children of school age having been 
immunised, and I am pleased to state there was no serious 
reaction in any child. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 


As far as can be ascertained there was no increase in the 
number of T.B. cases. 


SCABIES 
This disease has given a certain amount of trouble, but 
the number of cases were few in comparison with the serious 
epidemics reported elsewhere. The number of cases increased 
with the arrival of the evacuees. Treatment was given either 
at home or in the various Hospitals with satisfactory results. 
VENEREAL DISEASE. 


No cases came to my notice.
